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Strangers  are  admitted  to  see  the  Asylum  on  MONDAYS, 
WEDNESDAYS,  and  THURSDAYS,  from  Eleven  to 
Twelve  o’Cloek  in  the  Forenoon,  and  from  Two  to  Four 
o’Clock  in  the  Afternoon. 

They  are  requested  not  to  make  any  remarks  upon  the 
personal  appearance  of  the  Pupils  in  their  hearing,  or  to 
offer  money  to  any  Pupil  or  Servant  of  the  Institution. 

Boxes  are  provided  for  receiving  any  Contributions  to  be 
distributed  as  rewards  to  the  Pupils  ; also  a Book  for 
entering  any  Donation  or  Annual  Snbscription  which 
Visitors  may  be  disposed  to  give  to  the  Institution. 

The  PUPILS  assemble  in  the  MUSIC  ROOM  every 
MONDAY  AFTERNOON,  at  Three  o'Clock,  except 
during  the  Summer  and  Christmas  Vacations,  for  the  perform- 
ance of  SACRED  MUSIC,  to  which  Visitors  are  admitted. 


FORM  OF  LEGACY.

REPOKT. 


“ ’Ti«  (says  Dr.  Young)  greatly  wise  to  talk  with  our  past  hours, 
And  ask  them  what  report  they  boro  to  heaven, 

And  how  they  might  have  borne  more  welcome  news  ; 

Their  answers  form  what  men  experience  call.” 

And  this  poetical  aphorism  is  applicable  not  only 
to  us  as  individuals,  but  to  our  social  institutions.  It 
is  for  the  purpose  of  taking  such  a review  that  the 
anniversary  meetings  of  our  benevolent  societies  are 
appointed ; and  as  every  thoughtful  person  deems  it 
useful  and  edifying  sometimes  to  stand  still  in  the 
journey  of  life,  and  look  back  to  his  personal  history 
and  experience,  not  merely  during  the  preceding  year, 
but  during  his  whole  life,  to  ascertain  what  is  his 
condition  in  reference  to  his  present  and  eternal 
interests  as  the  result  of  that  life ; so  the  Committee 
of  this  Charity  have  thought  it  would  be  well  to  take 
a cursory  retrospect  of  its  career  from  its  commence- 
ment ; and  to  lay  before  its  subscribers  a brief  statement 
of  what  has  been  the  aggregate  outcome  of  its 
existence ; and  for  this  purpose  the  Committee  have 
caused  its  records  to  be  searched,  with  the  following 
result. 

This  Asylum  was  established  in  the  year  1793,  and 
is  the  oldest  but  two  of  such  institutions  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  Its  beginnings  were  but  small  yet  it  soon 
grew  “ in  favor  with  God  and  man.”  It  has  existed 
therefore  for  upwards  of  87  years,  and  during  that 
period  nearly  650  blind  persons  have  been  lodged, 
boarded,  and  educated  in  it.  Most  of  these  have  been 
rescued  from  ignorance  and  pauperism ; and  sent  out 
into  the  world  mentally,  morally,  and  religiously 
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educated,  and  trained  to  gain  wholly  or  partly  their 
own  livelihoods.  Some  of  them  have  gone  forth  as 
skilled  musicians  ; others  as  handicrafts-men  in  different 
trades ; and  there  are  at  this  time  seven  of  the  former 
occupying  situations  as  organists  in  the  Cities  of  Bristol 
and  Bath  and  their  neighbourhoods.  Such  in  brief  are 
some  of  the  blessings  which  have  been  conferred  by 
this  Institution  on  the  Blind. 


Having  thus  taken  a hasty  glance  at  the  general 
result,  your  Committee  turn  to  the  year  just  ended 
of  this  Institution.  They  do  so  with  some  degree  of 
pleasure.  It  is  not  only  that  during  that  period  there 
has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
pupils  received  into  the  house,  but  that  a greater 
progiess  has  been  made  in  the  education  and  discipline 
of  the  pupils;  a higher  tone  of  religious  and  moral 
feeling  has  prevailed  among  them;  death  has  not 
entered  its  portals,  and  the  general  health  of  its 
inmates  has  been  scarcely  disturbed  by  sickness. 


At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  45 
pupils  (24  males  and  21  females)  in  the  Asylum.  One 
has  left,  and  is  doing  well  as  a basket  maker,  and  2 
have  from  inherent  physical  infirmities  been  returned 
after  a short  probation,  to  their  parents,  so  that  there 
are  now  in  the  Asylum  58  pupils.  Of  these  5 (3  males 
and  - females)  who  have  become  good  organists,  pianists, 
and  pianoforte  tuners,  will  leave  during  the  coming 
year;  and  the  Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that 
these  pupds  wiH  obtain  situations  or  employments  in 
which  by  the  exercise  of  their  musical  talents  they 
will  gam  respectable  livelihoods ; and  besides  having 
the  pleasure  arising  from  the  mental,  moral,  and 
rel  gi°us  culture  which  they  have  received  within  these 
walls,  will  carry  with  them  an  influence  for  good 

abOTomLr' °y  /°k  In  additioa  to  the  attainments 
bovo  mentioned,  the  two  female  pupils  about  to  leave 
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are  expert  knitters,  and  artificial  wool  flower  makers  ; 
one  of  the  males  is  a skilful  basket  maker ; and  all  have 
been  taught  chair  caning. 

Valuable  as  is  the  education  now  given  in  this 
Institution  to  its  pupils,  consisting  of  reading,  writing, 
arithmetic,  grammar,  geography,  history,  and  a know- 
ledge of  the  current  events  of  the  day,  besides  the 
instruction  in  music  and  handicrafts  the  Committee 
would,  had  it  more  funds  at  its  command,  gladly 
afford  a still  higher  education  to  those  who  could 
receive  it.  Science  and  human  ingenuity  are  con- 
tinually devising  new  instruments  and  appliances  for 
the  better  teaching  of  the  blind ; the  purchase  of  many  of 
which  aids  to  instruction  are,  it  is  to  he  regretted,  beyond 
the  Committee’s  means.  Gladly,  too,  would  they,  had 
they  the  pecuniary  resources,  establish  as  an  incentive 
to,  and  reward  for,  industry,  perseverance,  and  general 
good  conduct,  Scholarships  for  their  more  deserving 
pupils. 

Pew  persons  are  aware  of  the  anxiety  which 
rests  upon  the  head  of  an  Institution  like  this.  It  is 
necessary  as  early  as  possible  after  receiving  a child 
into  it,  to  ascertain  the  temper,  mental  qualities,  and 
aptitudes  of  such  child,  so  as  to  know  howto  cultivate, 
and  what  direction  to  give  to  his  or  her  faculties.  This 
requires  great  discrimination  and  judgment,  which  are 
only  to  he  obtained  by  one  accustomed  to  the  blind, 
and  constantly  with  each  child  ; and  not  only  so,  hut 
there  is  much  in  some  of  the  children  who  are  received 
into  this  house  which  it  is  necessary  but  difficult  to 
make  them  unlearn  or  forget.  The  Committee  cannot 
in  this  respect  speak  too  highly  of  the  Lady 
Superintendent. 

The  Braille  system  of  writing  and  musical  notation, 
alluded  to  in  the  Committee’s  last  Report  as  possessing 
such  great  advantages,  is  still  in  use  in  this  Institution  ; 
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but  as  the  Braille  character  is  unknown  to  the  general 
public,  the  pupils  are  also  instructed  to  write  in  the 
Roman  character,  in  order  that  they  may  be  enabled  to 
communicate  with  their  friends. 


The  Music  Hall,  which  in  the  Committee’s  last 
Report  was  stated  to  have  undergone  repair  at  a 
large  pecuniary  outlay,  is  now  repaying  that  outlay  ; 
and  it  is  hoped  that  its  excellent  acoustic  construction, 
and  its  convenient  position  between  the  City  and 
Clifton,  will  render  it  still  more  remunerative,  besides 
bringing  this  Institution  more  prominently  before  the 
public. 


The  trade  account  shews,  notwithstanding  the 
general  depression  in  trade  during  the  past  year,  a more 
favourable  balance  by  about  £57  than  appeared  in  the 
preceding  year’s  account.  There  have  also  been  an 
increase  this  year  over  the  year  1 878,  of  subscriptions, 
£11  6s.  Od. ; of  donations,  £110  Is.  6d. ; and  of 
legacies,  £2127  13s.  7d. 


During  the  past  year  several  special  sources  of 
enjoyment  have  been  opened  to  the  pupils  through  the 
efforts  oi  the  Lady  Superintendent ; who  has  thought, 
and  the  Committee  consider  wisely,  that  by  affordin'' 
to  the  pupils  the  means  of  rational  public  enjoyment! 
not  only  would  the  monotony  of  their  lives  be  broken, 
and  their  gratitude  be  excited,  but  their  minds  would 
be  expanded  and  elevated,  and  a feeling  of  self-respect 
engendered.  Among  those  sources  of  enjoyment 
rnos  prominently  was  that  afforded  by  the  generosity

Tutton,  and  Mr.  Marsh,  respectively,  for  admission 
gratuitously  of  the  pupils  to  their  several  concerts ; 
also  to  John  Exley,  Esq.,  for  an  admission  to  the 
Cathedral  to  hear  the  “Last  Judgment;”  to  a Friend 
for  admission  to  hear  Mr.  Charles  Halle  and  Madame 
Neruda's  performances  at  the  Alexandra  Hall ; and  to 
hear  the  Lecture  on  the  “Zulu  War,”  given  by  Mr. 
Forbes  at  the  Victoria  Rooms;  to  Mr.  G.  Riseley,  for 
permitting  the  pupils  to  be  present  at  the  full 
rehearsal  of  the  “ Orpheus  Glee  Society nor  must  be 
omitted  Col.  Hall’s  kindness  in  admitting  them  to  a 
Missionary  Lecture  given  by  him  at  the  Blind  Asylum. 
To  Commander  Roberts  also  thanks  are  due  for  his 
kind  suggestions  and  instructions  as  to  the  making  of 
ships’  fenders,  which  your  Committee  hope  to  turn  ere 
long  to  a valuable  account. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  arc  also  given  to  the 
Honorary  Physician  and  Surgeon,  as  well  as  to  the 
Surgeon-Dentist  respectively  for  their  services. 

The  Monday  Afternoon  Concerts  in  the  Music  Hall 
continue  to  bo  well  attended. 

Since  the  announcement  of  the  munificent  bequest 
of  the  late  Richardson  Gardner,  Esq.,  for  the  general 
benefit  of  the  blind,  much  has  been  written  on  the 
subject  of  educating  the  blind.  A large  portion  of 
what  has  been  so  written  has  been  written  evidently  by 
persons  who  have  never  had  much  study  of,  or  inter- 
course with,  the  blind.  Many  persons  appear  to  consider 
the  blind  to  be  nearly  all  possessed  of  mental  or  musical 
talent,  or  both,  capable  of  a high  degree  of  culture ; 
whereas  it  is  but  a small  minority  of  them  who  possess 
such  talent ; and  of  that  minority  only  a few  who 
attain  to  such  culture.  In  this  Institution  children  of 
all  degrees  of  talent  are  trained ; and  whilst  it  is  its 
object  to  develop  the  highest  talent  which  the  sightless 
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may  possess,  it  seeks  also  to  raise  and  call  forth  the 
little  ability  of  the  least  gifted  of  these  afflicted  ones. 

Referring  to  the  before  mentioned  bequest,  the  Com- 
mittee have  brought  this  Institution  under  the  notice  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  Bequest,  in  the  hope  that 
it  may  be  the  recipient  of  some  part  of  that  fund. 

The  Committee  refer  with  satisfaction  to  the  Reports 
of  the  Chaplain,  the  Honorary  Burgeon,  and  the 
Musical  Professor  respectively  annexed." 

Since  the  preparation  of  the  ioregoing  Report  your 
Committee  have  been  called  upon  to  lament  the  death 
of  Dr.  Fripp,  for  many  years  the  Honorary  Physician 
to  this  Institution ; a tribute  of  gratitude  to 'whose 
memory  they  here  mournfully  record. 

Your  Committee  have,  however,  the  satisfaction  of 
stating  that  in  response  to  a request  made  by  them  to 
him,  Dr.  Brittan  has  undertaken  the  duties  of  such 
Honorary  Physician. 


CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


At  my  last  Annual  Examination  there  had  been  admitted 
into  the  Institution  a larger  number  of  new  pupils  than  for 
some  years  previously  ; this  number  has  been  still  further 
increased  during  the  past  year,  and  the  whole  with  some  few 
exceptions  appear  to  be  making  satisfactory  progress. 

The  boys  as  usual  were  presented  in  two  classes.  The  first 
consisting  of  16  lads,  with  whose  conduct  and  beariug  I was 
much  pleased,  manifested  a very  intelligent  acquaintance  with 
the  Book  of  Judges,  and  the  earlier  part  of  the  Book  of  Genesis 
and  also  the  Gospel  by  St.  Mark. 

The  2nd  class,  consisting  of  6 little  boys,  much  iuterested 
me  by  the  readiness  of  their  answers  to  questions  on  the 
first  ten  chapters  of  Genesis  and  some  of  the  events  connected 
with  the  miracles  recorded  by  St.  Mark. 

The  girls  also  were  presented  in  two  classes,  the  senior  of 
which  consisting  of  10  girls,  with  but  two  exceptions,  passed 
very  creditably  in  the  Book  of  Genesis  and  St.  Mark’s  Gospel. 
The  second  class,  numbering  12,  has  not  made  as  much 
progress  as  I could  have  wished  ; it  must,  however,  be  con- 
sidered that  in  this  division  there  are  many  new  pupils  from 
whom  much  could  not  be  expected,  whilst  the  capacity  of  2 or 
3 appears  to  be  limited. 

The  reading  of  most  of  the  pupils,  to  which  I attach  great 
importance,  was  satisfactory,  excepting  the  elder  girls  in  the 
junior  division.  One  very  little  fellow  in  the  boys’  junior 
division  bids  fair  to  read  with  great  facility. 

A striking  feature  of  the  year  was  the  large  number  of 
pupils  who  voluntarily  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for 
Confirmation.  In  response  to  a general  notice  given  in  the 
Chapel,  but  not  in  any  way  to  them  exclusively,  23  came 
forward,  of  these  20  were  subsequently  prepared  and 
presented  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  were  Cunfirmed  by 
him  in  Clifton  Parish  Church.  The  general  tone  and  bearing 
of  these  Candidates  was  very  satisfactory  and  most  of  them 
have  since  become  Communicants.  I can  only  trust  and  pray 
that  they  oil  may  be  truly  confirmed  in  the  faith,  and  walk 
worthily  of  their  Christian  profession.

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MEDICAL  REPORT. 


During  the  past  year  the  health  of  the  pupils  has  been 
remarkably  good.  Beyond  the  usual  complaints  that  necessa- 
rily must  occur  iu  a school  where  many  of  the  children  are  of 
a weakly  constitution,  there  has  been  little  or  no  illness. 

I had  to  operate  on  one  child  on  account  of  pain  in  the 
eyeball,  and  one  child  was  sent  home,  as  his  health  did  not 
permit  him  to  follow  his  work.  Besides  these  crises  and  the 
usual  coughs  and  colds  duringlthe  winter  months,  T have  had 
no  attendance  among  the  pupils. 

Since  my  report  of  three  years  ago,  when  I gave  the  causes 
as' far  as  I could  find  out  of  the  blindness  of  the  pupils  then 
in  the  Institution,  there  have  been  admitted  33  ; one  of  these 
has  been  sent  away  for  ill  health,  and  of  the  32  remaining, 
22  are  boy sf and  10  girls. 

On  investigating  the  causes  of  their  blindness  I fiud  that  of 
the  33  no  fewer  than  G became  blind  from  inflammation  of  the 
eyes,  that  very  commonly  occurs  in  very  young  children  ; a 
disease  which  if  seen  early  enough  is  generally  curable,  but 
which  quickly  destroys  sight  if  left  to  run  its  course. 

Three  were  born  blind,  one  evidently  from  disease  of  the 
structures  of  the  eyes,  and  two  from  brain  disease. 

Four  cases  are  the  result  of  small  pox,  only  one  of  the  4 
certainlyjhaving'been  vaccinated. 

One  girl  lost  her  sight  from  scarlet  fever,  and  one  from 
weakness  consequent  upon  hooping  cough. 

Eight  are  blind  from  inflammation  of  the  external  tunics 
of  the  eye  ; three  of  them  [being  from  “ulceration  of  the 
cornea,  a very  common  complaint  in  weakly  children,  and 
two  of  them  give  evidence  of  having  inherited  a tendency  to 
a clnstructiveMiseaseTof  the  eye. 

One  is  blind  from  “ Iritis.” 

Four  lost^their  sight  from  disease  of  the  brain  extending  to 
the  eyes  ; and  five  are  blind  from  accidents.  Of  these  five 
cases  one  was^cauacdjby  an  arrow,  two  by  stones,  and  one  by 
a blow  from  a stick  ; one  little  boy  lost  one  eye  as  a baby 
rT'  of,  scissors  falling  off  a nail  into  the  eye,  and- the 
h , rfrmA  ,l0W.rth  a tammer  at  the  age  of  14.

duets,’ trios  and  songs,  part  songs  and  glees,  have  been  learnt ; 
all  but  the  latter  from  the  Braille  characters,  the  latter  from 
dictation. 

In  addition  to  the  pianoforte  and  singing  pnpils,  there  are 
9 organ  pupils  who  are  giving  great  attention  to  the  study  of 
this  instrument,  and  are  making  great  and  satisfactory 
progress  ; five  of  them  have  taken  part  in  the  service  of  the 
Chapel  ; three  others  will  be  ready  iu  a short  time  to  fill  up 
gaps  that  may  arise  through  pupils  leaving  the  Iustitution. 

There  have  been  39  Concerts  between  May  12th,  1879,  and 
March  29th,  18S0,  attended  by  2780  persons,  giving  over  an 
average  of  71  persons  for  each  Concert.
